esults of a stuc of the tung oil 
industry in the United States made 
during the winter and early spring of 
1935 by the Farm Credit Administra- 
tion showed that 42 farms in Georgia 
had 2,015 acres of tung last March. 
The study was anade for the purpose 
of obtaining data relative to produc- 
tion methos, costs, returns and  pres- 
ent status of the tung oil enterprise 
in the United States. Among the half 
dozen or more distinguished scientists 
who made the survey, was Dr. A. 
Camp, head of the department of hor- 
ticulture, University of Florida. 

The first commercial tung grove in 
the United States was established at 
Gainesville, Fla., in 1924. The pur- 
pose in making the development was 
reported to be that of primarily dem- 
onstrating the possibilities of grow- 
ing tung oil commercially in this 
country with the idea of eventually 
developing a domestic supply of oil. 
This, Senator Russell believes, can be 
done both in Georgia and Florida if 
the federal government is willing to 
lend support through its department 
of agriculture. 

Report Issued. 

“Georgia farms,“ said the report of 
the FCA, “were much smaller from 
the standpoint of total acres than 
other groups surveyed but had a larg- 
er acreage of crops aside from tung 
than did the farms of other major 
areas. It might also be said that in 
Georgia, crops do not fully indicate 
the land used for crops, as in this 
area there was considerable intercrop- 
ping in the tung groves. This condi- 
tion existed to a much lesser extent 
in the other two sections. It appears 
that the tung tends to be grown in 
Georgia as a side line or supplementary 
enterprise on a general farm, where- 
as in other areas there is a tendency 
for the tung to be growu as the major 
enterprise of the farm business.“ 

Other areas surveyed included, be- 
sides Florida and Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana an Texas. 

In Georgia, Decatur, Grady, Thom- 
as, Brooks, Dougherty, Lee. Colquitt 
and Coffee counties were shown by 
the survey to have many acres plant- 
ed in tung trees.

COMMITMENT TRIAL 


SOUGHT IN TORCH CASE 


JEFFERSON, Ga., Jan. 2.—(?)—

Barrett, Jackson county farmer, said 
today he would seek preliminary hear- 
ings for the defendants this week. 

Barrett was found badly burned 
near the Athens-Jefferson highway the 
night of December 26, He had also 
received a blow on the head. 

The four young men, listed as Ish- 
mel Samples. 18, and R. M. Samples, 
20, brothers; R. Dailey, 16, and Ralph

At the inquest, all four denied any 
part in the farmer’s death.

He told the 
coroner’s jury .that Barrett’s hands 
were not burned, and that a man 
whose clothes were on fire naturally 
would try to extinguish the flames 
with his hands.

They want and 
expect representative government— 
not the tyrannical rule of dictators.”

1 
ity pork has firm, smooth-grained flesh 
of a pinkish white tinge. The solid 
white fat is evenly distributed; the 
skin smooth and thin; the chine- 
bones and back-bone soft and red, and 
the shanks moderately small. ith 
these characteristics well in mind, 
there will be no doubt as to the wis- 
dom of your selection. Then try all of 
the following new recipes for pork 
dishes, They will lend 171 distinetion 
to your everyday meals 

The crown of pork ( pletured above) 
is made from A sage loin section, 
sometimes known = et pork chop 
section. Two loin sections are u 
and shaped into a crown with the ribs 
pointing upward and outward. ‘The 
meat is removed from the ends of the 
rib bones, and when ready to serve, 
paper frills are placed over the rib 
ends, making handles which the car- 
ver often appreciates. 


Any Size Possible. 

A crown roast of pork may be made 
into practically any size desired. The 
longer the loin sections used, the more 
ribs, and the more servings you can 
count on having. Usually, it is safe 
to plan two chops for each person. 

The crown of pork is prepared in 
exactly the same way as any other 
pork roast. It is placed on a rack in 
an open roasting pan and ——— at 
a low temperature until done. No 
water is added, nor is the pan cov- 
ered. Approximately 30 minutes per 
pound is allowed for roasting pork in 
0 e oven (350 degrees Fahren- 

ei 

If you want to use a stuffing, try 
the following prune dressing (stuff 
the crown before you roast it—place 
it right side up in the roasting pan 
and wrap the rib ends with salt pork 
or bacon to prevent charring) : 

ne Dressing. 

One cup prunes, 2 cups bread 
crumbs, 1 medium-sized onion, fine- 
ly cut; 1 cup diced celery. 1-4 eup 
green pepper, finely chopped; 1 cup 
meat stock, salt and pepper. 

Cook the prunes in water until ten- 
der, then drain and: cut into small 
pieces, removing the pits. Add - the 
bread crumbs, onion, ceiery and. green 
pepper. Season with salt and pepper 
and moisten with meat stock. 

Since apples always have been a 
favorite accompaniment for pork, the 
crown roast may be garnished with 
apple slices which have been simmered 
and glazed in syrup. There should be 
one apple slice for each serving of 


pork. 
Whole Baked Ham. 

Have a 10 to 12-pound cured ham. 
Wash ham, place in roaster, fat side 
up, and cover bottom of pan with two 
to three. cups hot water. Cover 
roaster and bake in a slow oven 
(325 degrees F.), allowing 25 min- 
utes to the pound up to 12 pounds 
and 21 minutes for larger ham. When 
about two-thirds done, remove rind, 
spread with 1 tablespoon prepared 
brown mustard, add 1-4 cup pure cider 
vinegar to water in pan and continue 
baking, basting frequently: When al- 
most done, score surface, sprinkle 
with 1-2 cup brown sugar and dot 
with whole cloves, Bake uncovered 
20 minutes or until slightly browned. 
Casserole of Pork Chops aud Noodles 

Cook 2 cups egg noodles in boiling 
saltéd water for 8 minutes. Drain. 
Fry 4 to 6, pork chops until nearly 
done. Salt slightly. Mince 1 small 
onion, combine with noodles, 1-3 cup 
tomato ketchup and 1 1-4 cups water.

National Survey Reveals 
Daily Press Preferred 
Media By Institutions. 


Newspapers are the preferred adver- 
tising media for banks in the United 
States and Canada, the Financial Ad- 
vertisers’ Association, with headquar- 
ters in Chicago, announced yesterday. 
Ninety-eight per cent of the banks 
replying to a questionnaire sent out 
by the association said they will use 
newspaper advertising in 1936. 

Almost 27 per cent of the banks 
will increase advertising expenditures 
in 1936, approximately 9 per cent will 
decrease expenditures and 64 per cent 
will spend as much as they did in 
1935, aceording to the report. Eighty- 
two per cent will use direct mail; 66 
per cent lobby and window posters;

A SHAMEFUL RECORD 

With deaths from automobile ac- 
cidents in Atlanta having increased 
to 73 in 4935 from 65 in 1934, 
fewer deaths from this cause are 
reported from many cities, and the 
Federal Department of Commerce 
announces that for the 86 largest 
cities of the country the death rate 
dropped from 24.2 per 100,000 
population year before last to 23.4 
last year. 

Of these 86 cities only nine have 
worse records in the matter of 
deaths from traffic accidents, and 
none of these are in the same pop- 
ulation class as Atlanta, which dur- 
ing the year suffered 30.1 deaths 
to every 100,000 population. 

Taking into congideration cities 
of. 200,000 or more in population, 
only Indianapolis, with a death rate 
of 32.8 per 100,000, made a worse 
showing than Atlanta in the loss of 
life from automobile accidents. 

As against Atlanta’s record of 
more than 30 lives being snuffed 
out per 100,000 population, the 
Birmingham record is only 13.4; 
Dallas, 18.9; New Orleans, 20.6; 
Memphis, 14.2. 

There are no conditions existing 
in the other larger cities of the 
south making possible better con- 
trol of traffic—and yet Atlanta’s 
loss in life was more than twice as 
large as in Memphis and from a 
half to a third larger than in New 
Orleans, Dallas and Birmingham. 

In Denver, which led the coun- 


try several years ago in deaths on 
its streets from automobile acci- 


dents, the rate was decreased from | 


26.3 in 1934 to 21.9 in 1935—an 
unusually fine showing in wiew of 
the difficult traffic conditions re- 
sulting from the steep grades of 
many of the streets of the city. 
Certainly not only the responsi- 
ble officials but the people of At- 
lanta should give serious considera- 
tion to the question as to why life 
is constantly becoming less secure 
on the streets of the city while in 
other cities it is becoming safer.

Seldom has congress convened 


among the members for a short ses- 
sion as will exist when both houses 
get down to business today. 
Senator Pat Harrison expresses

Certainly the good of the coun- 
try demands that the national as- 
sembly transact its necessary busi- 
ness and adjourn as quickly as pos- 
sible, bringing to an end the un- 
certainty that necessarily exists 
when the law-makers are in session. 

American business. and industry 
has regained almost full stride for- 
ward since congress adjourned last 
August, and it is unthinkable that 
the uncertainties as to taxation and 
new regulations and restrictions to 
business that haltered every eco- 
nomic interest in the country dur- 
ing the long seven-month session 
last year should again appear to 
blcck continued progress toward 
full recovery. 

Fortunately, the program faced 
by congress is not such as to pre- 
clude the possibility of a short ses- 
sion if the members will get down 
to business with determination to 
get through and go home, and thus 
give the country at least a breath- 
ing spell before the presidential 
campaign gets under full headway 
later during the year. 

Only three measures are in sight 
that threaten controversy as the 
session opens—the appropriations 
bill, the bonus and neutrality—but 
even thése, in view of conferences 
between the White House and the 
leaders of both the majority and 
minority groups in the house and 
senate, face prospect of speedy: 
action. 

Even in the case of the contro- 
versial bonus issue a compromise 
may be reached which will make it 
possible to enact in short order a 
measure that will be satisfactory to 
the véterans and acceptable to the 
President. It should be still easier 
to complete neutrality legislation 
that will be agreeable to both 
the legislative and administrative 
branches of the government, 

Although there are other trou- 
blesome questions, such as silver, 
relief and other governmental ex- 
penditures, the future of existing 
alphabetical agencies and the crea- 
tion of new agencies to take the 
place of such as have been or may 
be declared unconstitutional, the 
predominant desire for a short ses- 
sion will tend to keep them From 
being made the source of con- 
troversy and delay, 

The country has never been more 
united in its attitude than in the 
demand for congress to get through 
the business of the present session 
in the shortest time possible. So 
strong is this sentiment that it 
offers the best safeguard against 
time-killing activities by members 
of congress who will have to face 
the voters at the polis this fall.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 
OPPOSING CONTEMPORARY 
VIEWS OF NUTRITION. 

On the fly-leaf of his book, “Nerv- 
ous Indigestion” (Hoeber), which I 
consider one of the finest accessor 
books in my library, Dr. Walter d. 
Alvares 
follows: 
“I have not, now, nervous enerzy 
enough for stomach and brain both, 
and if I work the latter, not even 
the fresh breezes of this plate will 

keep the former in order.” 

Evidently Huxley was an introspec- 
tive person. No doubt a Class B neu- 
rotic. 

I think a large proportion of the 
near-invalids for whom Dr. Alvarez’s 
book was written, are in the B class. 
I bet old Hux could have written a 
moving chapter on “The Importance 
of Keeping the Bowels Active.” Be 
that as it may, Huxley said something 
of medical education in 1870 which 
would be even more timely today: “I 
entertain a very strong conviction 
that any ‘one who adds to medical ed- 
ucation one iota or tittle beyond what 
is absolutely necessary is guilty of a 
very grave offense.” Huxley was an 
advocate of the intreduction of physi- 
ology into elementary education, and 
speaking of that he got off a good 
one: “The saying that a little knowl- 
edge is dangerous is, to my mind, a 
very dangerous adage. . . . Indeed, if 
a little knowledge is dangerous, where 
is the man who has so much as to be 
out of danger?” | 

Here | am. In certain respects I 
have so much knowledge that I am 
out of danger of things which you 
wiseacre laymen must necessarily fear. 
For example, what happens if the 
bowels fail to work as you think. they 
should. 

Not in his book, but elsewhere Dr. 
Alvarez recently blurted this half- 
baked view: “Even the physician with 
a very large practice will see only a 
few cases a year in which he will sus- 
pect that the symptoms are due to too 
great a narrowing of a diet.” (This 
refers to vitamin deficiency). 

Dr. Henry C. Sherman's books con- 
ta ins much that Dr. Walter C. Alva- 
rez does not yet know about vitamins 
and nutrition. Dr. Sherman says on 
p. 400. 4th edition, Chemistry of Food 
and Nutrition, . „ it should per- 
haps be said at this point that when 
Goldberger concluded that latent pel- 
lagra” is common among children he 
may have been réferring to a condition 
in which the children receive diets ade- 
quate to prevent the development of 
any specific symptom of nutritional 
deficiency disease, but containing less 
than optimal amount of vitamin G. 
Such a condition of affairs orebably 
does occur often: partly beranse the 
importance of vitamin in nutrition 
and its very uneven distribution 
among staple articles of food are not 
yet matters of common knowledge: 
and partly because some of thoxe who 
do know about vitamin G may not 
fully appreciate the fact that (as in 
the case of vitamin A) its optimal 
amount means a far more liberal in- 
take ( E many-fold more iheral) 
than the minimum requirement for the 
prevention of obvious or manifest. nu- 
tritjonal deficiency.”

an Removed, ö

all loose strands snipped from poles 
or other wires from which they dan- 

ed 


Power company linemen, who had 
made considerable headway in restor- 
ing 3 until the sudden thaw 
yesterday and Wednesday night caused 
fresh breaks and fresh trouble, found 
themselves in worse shape yesterday 
than they have been since Sunday. 

Trees, relieved of their icy burdens, 
snapped back into place, snapping 
wires on the back spring. Broken 
wires, held together by a strand of 
insulation and a thiek coating of ice, 
snapped as the ice melted and the 
burden rested on the few threads of 
insulation. Wires relieved ctr tow | 
of heavy weights of ice snapped ba 
into position and swayed dangerously 
on the rebound, touching other wires 
and causing short circuits. Broken 
tree limbs, held in place by joints 
of pure ice, toppled to the ground as 
the ice melted, carrying wires with 
them. These freaks o the thaw 
wrought havor among telephone and 
electric power lines. 

Most Homes Dark. 

Last night power company officials 
said 75 per cent of the residential 
lights are out. Main transmission lines 
from sources of power have been re- 
paired to a point where enough elec- 
tricity is being brought into Atlanta 
to supply the city, but most of the 
trouble now exists in the distributing 
lines throughout the city. Fifty-eight 
crews, totaling more than 500 men, are 
working 24 hours a day to restore serv- 
ice but officials said yesterday it may 
be a few days before all homes in the 
city have electric service. 

Of the more than 500 power com- 

any linemen only about 150 are regu- 
larly employed by the power company. 
The other 350 or more have been 
brought from all points east of the 
Mississippi river. All men on the 
job are experienced linemen, power 
officials said. but their lack of thor- 
ough understanding of Atlanta and 
its power lines is necessarily slowing 
their work. 

e Company Problems. 

Telephone officials are experienci 
similar difficulties. T. Barton Baird, 
Georgia manager of the Southern Bell 
Telephone & Telegraph Company, yes- 
terday described the problems of his 
company as those that have existed 
for several days. 

“As soon as 1,000 telephones are 
repaired, 1.000 more go out,” said Mr. 
Baird. “We can only keep working 
to keep up and real progress will not 
be made until the weather relents and 
clear weather sets in.” 

Main problem of the telephone com- 
pany is the maintenance of long-dis- 
tance service out of the city. 

„Atlanta sits right now in the cen- 
ter of a mass of broken telephone 
wires reaching 50 miles or 60 all 
directions of the compass,” Mr. Baird 
said. “We have contrived through va- 
rious routings to maintain connections 
with all cities beyond this area.

Beet sugar and cane sugar are ex- 
actly the same, chemically and when 
both are pure chemists cannot. tell 
them apart. The United States De- 
partment of Agriculture experiménted 
with cane sugar and beet sugar and 
concluded that “the two sorts of su- 
gar were equally valuable for can- 
ning and identical in their behavior 
when of the same fineness of erystalli- 
zation” (Bulletin 535). The i that 
beet sugar is inferior to cane ar 
for making jelly was tested by the 
United States Bureau of Chemistry 
and “no difference was found to exist 
in the finished product.” One sugar 
was found to be as sweet as the othe 
er and as good for any purpose in 
which sugar is used. The prejudices 
against beet sugar arose in the days 
when it was poorly refined. Beet su- 
gar is the usual sugar in Europe.

circles. 


These sources said the forces of Ras 
Mulugheta, Ethiopia's minister of 
war, which began a drive Saturday 
against the enemy, are meeting with 
stern resistance. 

There was no report on the move- 
ments of Ras Kassa, another military 
reader, who heads a large army in the 
north. Ras Kassa has failed to com- 
municate with the govenment since the 
offensive started, it was learned: Em- 
peror Haile Selassie three er or- 
dered him to the front. 

Anxiety was expressed over the 
large amount of new guns and.ammu- 
nition sent Kassa. Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie is directing the military move- 
ments from bis ‘headquarters at 
Dessye. 

Although the yovernment publicly 
announced victory by Ras Seyoum 
in the Tembien area and by Kas 
Ayele in the Seire sector, nothing was 
made public about the movements of 
Ras Mulugheta.

LIVERPOOL, England, Jan. 2.—(?) 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh inquired 
about train schedules at Cardiff, 
Wales, today, but he and his wife and 
their son, Jon, remained shut up in 
their hotel suite for another day. 

Inquiries as to trains were made 
telephonically to a hall porter, who 
listed the times they could depart. 
But the flyer made no move to go and 
it was believed he does not plan to 
leave Liverpool before tomorrow. 

Three-year-old Jon, for whose secur- 
ity the Lindberghs are reported to 
have fled from America, is being en- 
trusted to the care of no one except 
the parents. Mrs. Lindbergh is doing 
everything for the child and has not 
hired a nurse. 

Jon has been in the hotel without 

his customary airings since the cou- 
le’s arrival two days ago. He got a 
ook at the fog from a hotel window 
this morning, while in the afternoon 
Colonel Lindbergh took a glimpse out- 
side from the same place.
